
Sexual Assault Awareness and Prevention Month
WHEREAS, Sexual Assault Awareness and Prevention Month is an opportunity to recommit to ending sexual assault, giving
survivors the support they need to heal, and building a culture that never tolerates sexual violence; and

WHEREAS, Sexual Assault Awareness and Prevention Month highlights l-lawai’i’s efforts to prevent and stop sexual
violence and to enhance community safety; and

WHEREAS, the Hawaii State Department of Health, in partnership with the Hawaii State Department of the Attorney
General and the Hawaii Coalition Against Sexual Assault, utilized its Rape Prevention and Education (RPE) federal grant to
establish and develop twelve Sexual Violence Prevention Community Action Teams (CAT) throughout the State of Hawaii;
and

WHEREAS, eight of Hawaiis Sexual Violence Prevention CATs have nominated individuals or organizations from their
respective communities who have been active in engaging men and boys as allies to prevent sexual violence; and

WHEREAS, Sexual Assault Awareness and Prevention Month is an opportunity to recognize and honor these Sexual
Violence Prevention CATs that are committed to creating “a Hawaii where people are free from sexual violence and where
sexual respect and healthy relationships Uourish” and to recognize the following organizations and individuals who have
made a difference in the prevention of sexual violence in our communities, specifically:
